SIRCOMM agencies look for explanations, solutions

TWIN FALLS - It’s’beeit three 
years since the regional 
cnhanccd<911 system powered 
up, but many of the doubts and 
complaints that'wclcOmcd its 
birth continue to hound the dis- ' 
patching operation. 

In recent weeks*.several cities 
throughout the four-county area 
have questioned the quality of 
service from the Southern Idaho 
Regional Communications 
Center, and some havc.evcn^ 


opted to stop payments until 
their complaints arc addressed. 

They say they aren’t getting 
what they’re paying for. Others 
say the system, isn’t perfect, but 
neither were the old systems. But 
most, no matter what side they’re 
on, agree that SIRCOMM Yvill be 
around for a long dmc to come so 
they might as well work things 
out. 

“The people voted to put the 
system in, so we’ll do what we - 
can to make it work," Gooding 
County Sheriff Shaun Gough 
said. 


Gooding County agencies start- 
ed down tliat path 11 days ago by 
agreeing to form a county-wide 
committee to hash out problems 
with SIRCOMM and relay them 
to the county’s SIRCOMM board 
representativd. . 

During the next several weeks, 
officials from cities in Gooding 
County will meet with SIR- 
COMM representatives to talk 
about problems and solutions 
face to face, said' Roy Prescott, 
Jerome County commissioner 
SIRCOMM board member. 

Among the chief complaints 


about SIRCOMM are officers and 
emergency workers being sent to 
wrong addresses, or the wrong 
agency being dispatched to a call. 

The dispatch center’s director 
agrees that mistakes arc made, 
but not to the extent some agen- 
cies say. 

“I won’t tell you it doesn’t 
occur, “ Jeff Rodeman said. 
“These are computers ... but we 
still have humans on our side and 
on the reporting party’s side, so 
mistakes are going to happen.’’-

’Tis the avalanche season, 

but knowin g what dangers 

to look for can save lives

GALENA SUMMIT - The snow tickled 
my ears and filled my nostrils as it packed 
in around me. Buried, I realized in a split 
second of panic that I could very well suf- 
. locate.

Tlie husky clawed her way through 
the snow Yvith a flurry of digging until she 
reached my Body. She wrapped her teeth 
around my ski jacket . and yanked, pulling 
me out of the hole in which I’d been 
buried.

Students show up bored, broke

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
College freshmen say they often 
were bored as high school 
seniors, coming late to classes 
or missing them entirely, evi- 
dence of what university 
.researchers call “academic dis- 
engagement.” 

*These students also worried 
about how to pay for college and 
one-quarter indicated there was 
“some” or a ‘.‘very good” chance 
they would ha,ve to work full , 
dme while in school. 

The 34th annual American 
Freshman survey questioned 
first-time, full-time college fresh- 
men last year about their habits 


and attitudes during their final 
year of high school. 

More than 260,000 students 
at 462 -two- and four-year 
schools participated in the 
research by the'University of 
California, Los Angeles' Higher 
Education Research Institute, 
primarily during summer orien- 
tation or in the first few weeks 
of college. 

- A record 40 percent of the stu- 
dents said they were “frequently, 
bored’' in high school classes, 
compared with the one-quarter 
who answered yes when the ques- 
tions first was asked in 1985. 
More students also reported they 


were late to classes or skipped 
them. 

Also, 30 percent of respon- 
dents said they often felt-“over- • 
whelmed by all I have to do” - 
the higlie.st percentage since the ' 
que.stion was first asked in 1985, 
when 16 percent felt that way. 

Students increasingly are wor- 
ried about the cost of higher edu- 
cation. A record 25 percent of 
students said there was “some” 
or a “very good” chance they 
would work full time while in 
college. Just 16 percent 
answered that way in 1982, the 
first year that question 
appeared.

Research confirms 
link between heart 
disease, baldness 

CHICAGO (AP) - Men who are 
losing the hair on the crowns of 
their heads have up to a 36 per- 
cent greater risk of experiencing 
heart problems, including heart 
attacks, a study found. 

Men with a receding hairline 
arc nut at increased .risk, but 
those going bald at the crown' 
should pay special attention to 
their blood pressure and cholus- > 
lerol levels and lead a healthy 
lifestyle, rescorchers said. ' 

“It’s similar to having a family 
history for a disease. You can’t 
alter your family history or your 
baldness, ..but there are many 
ways to modify your risk factors,” 
said Dr. JoAnn Manson, one of 
the study’s authors and chief of 
preventative medicine at 
Harvard’s Brigham and Women’s 
Hospital in Boston. 

Manson's study, published in 
Monday’s edition of the Archives 
of Internal Medicine, found that 
the greater the hair loss on the 
top of a man's head, the greater 
the risk. 

Balding men with higli choles- 

teronevels had almost three 
times the risk for heart tliseasc 
when compared with iiien with a 
full head of hair who alsu had 
high cholesterol. 

Past studies have confirmed a 
link. between hair lass and heart 
problems, but this study is among 
the largest. It also is one bf'the 
firstao include detailed informa- 
tion about different pattern^ of 
baldness and to identify the risk 
pattern in men of all ages.

It may just mean 
you want to ski gentler slopes - 
slopes with an angle of 20 
degrees instead of 35 degrees, 
said Brian Dirksmeier, a Galena 
Backcountry ski patrolman. 

You can determine a slope’s 
angle with an inclinator, the_ 
plane of the backcountry ski 
world. Or study some of the runs 
on Daldy: Lower Holiday and 
Inhibition arc 36 to 36 degrees. 
TIic Ridge is 25; Blue Grouse, 28; 
the steep pan of Graduate, 32. 

Don't base your decision to ski 
a panicular slope on ono snowpit, 
though, Dirksmeier cautioned.

Meshing the 
needs, pliilosophies and attitudes 
of so many agencies was an 
impossible mission, and a certain 
amount of unhappiness should be 
expected, DeVorc said. 

If a- county was unhappy 
enough to consider leaving, ij 
would face a long and costly 
road, said Marvin Hempleman, 
a Twin Falls County commis- 
sioner and former chairman of' . 
the SIRCOK^ board of direc- 
tors: 

The joint-powers agreement 
between Gooding, Jerome, 
Lincoln and Twin Falls counties 
requires a two-year notice before 
leaving, he said, and even if a 
county stops using the system, it’s 
still responsible for its share of 
debt used to build the facility.

—oneof eight majorcontestants; 

The underdog candidates, all 
resigned to losing, were sdll shoot- 
ing for face-saving finishes and 
Iowa’s true reward: Momentum 
for New Hampshire’s Feb. 1 pri- 
mary. 

“This is a marathon, not a 
sprint,” said Republican Steve 
Forbes on NBC’s “Meet the 
Press.” 

The footrace in Iowa, a test of 
political organization, favors the 
national front-runners. A Dcs 
Moines Sunday Register poll of 
1,200 likely caucus-goers showed 
Gore leading Bradley among 
Democrats 56 percctu to 28 per- 
cent. Bush led Forbds 43 percent 
to 20 percent in the Jan. 1&21 sur- 
vey, which had an error mar^ of 
plus or minus 4 percentage points. 

Bradley Ls in danger of finishing 
worse than expected in a contest 
tliat traditionally punishes candi- 
dates \vho fail to meet cxpectation.s. 



His latest poll rating was 
beneath the intentionally-low 
threshold his advisers set as a 
measure of accomplishment: The 
31 percent showing by Sen.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Many 
children with disabilities arc get- 
ting substandard schooling 
because states arc not complying 
with federal rules on special edu- 
cation, an independent agency 
reports. 

U.S. officials arc not forcing- 
compliance, and as a result, par- 
ents often must sue to enforce 
the law, according to a review of 
more than two decades of 
enforcemem of the federal spe- 
cial education law. 

In too many cases, children 
with disabilities are taught in- 
separate classrooms ond schools 
arc not following other rcgula- . 

^Tftns meant to protect these stu- 
dents from discrimination, the 
National Council on Disability 
said in a reported to be released 
Tuesday. The Associated Press 
obtained an advance copy. 


The problems have persisted 
for years in many locations, said . 
the council, which makes recom- 
mendation to the president and 
Congress. 

“Federal efforts to enforce the 
law over several administrations 
have been inconsistent, ineffec- 
tive and lacking any real teeth,” 
the report said. 

Officials at the Department of 
Education, the fodcral agency 
responsible for overseeing com- 
pliance with the 1975 Individuals 
with Di.sabiliiics Education Act, 
said it has increa.scd monitoring 
under the Clinton adiriinistra- 
tion. 

“We concur that the responsi- 
bility of enforcement of this law 
should not be borne on the backs 
of parents," said Judith 
Heumann, assistant secretary of 
the o ffice of spec ial edu catio n .

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President Clinton’s last budget 
will be crammed with election- 
year proposals to distribute fed- 
eral largesse to as many 
Americans as possible. 

He is asking Congress for bil- 
lions of dollars to expand bcnlih 
care coverage for the uninsured, 
offer tax breaks to the middle 
class and iiclp the elderly pay 
drug bills. 

Surprise is about the only thing 
the budget will lack* when it is 
formally released Feb, 7, thanks 
to a stream of announcements 
from the White House in recent 
weeks. 

The president will hit, higli-_ 
li^ts of his"S|>ending initiatives" 
in his State of the Union address 
Thursday' night before a joint 
session of Congress. The speech 
also will contain Clinton’s wish 
list of legislation he wants enact- 
ed in Ins last year in office, 

In the budget area. Clinton is 
expected to provide more details 
on his tax-cut proposals. The 
administration already has .said 
it will seek roughly the same 
amount in tax cuts - iibout 5250 
billion over 10 years - as Clinton 
proposed last year. 

But presidential aides say 
more tax relief is intended for 
the working poor and families 
struggling to pay for college and 
for long-term care for elderly rel- 
atives. That will leave less 
money for the proposal Clinton 
made last year to establish uni- 
versal savings accounts to help 
low- and middle-income workers 


save for retirement. 

Budget experts say the new 
proposals show the president has 
learned from past budget battles 
and made positive revisions,' 
cither to better reflect budget 
realities or make it more difficult 
for Congress to reject popular 
programs in an election year. 

“Many of his initiatives have 
been polished a bit,” ssiid Robert 
Reischauer, a fonner head of the 
Congressional Budget Office who 
is now at the Brookings 
•Institution. “He is putting for- 
ward proposals that have .some 
chance of being accepted by a 
Republican-controlled Congress 
that is first and foremost interest- 
“ed ii» survival.” . 

One example is Clinton's 
health care proposal. Clinton said 
last week he wants to spend SI 10 
billion over the next 10 years to 
help provide healtli care cover- 
age for at least 5 million of the 4-1 
million Americans who now lack 
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health insurance. 

While Clinton's plan would be 
the biggest expansion of federal 
health coverage in 35 years, it 
stops far short of the measure he 
puffonvard in his first terip to 
make sure all Americans have 
health insunincc. 

Clinion'.s new health plan also 
reflects something many' of the 
other budget proposals do - an 
effort to boo.st the presidential 
campaign of Vice President A1 
Core. 

The Clinton health proposal is 
very similar to the one Gore is 
promoting on ihe.campaign trail, 
employing an incremental 
approach that builds on existing 
“government health programs;

Make sure he Is getting enough diiids, 
stays In out of the cold, kept warm andjcsilng. Aspirin should never bo given 
to youngsters wHh a vims. '

Becker said. 'We don't reohy ttced to know that tt's RSV or Inducnta instead of 
a cold virus, it'-s rot going to affect the tfcaimcni of a chikt that Is home,

About die only good thing one 
can say about the flu is that Jt 
_dpcsn’t discriminate. Influenza is 
an equal-opportunity giver of 
misery. But, like a presidential 
candidate, the flu loves to kiss 
children. 

Influenza, the highly conta- 
gious viral infection of the respi- 
ratory tract, commonly known as 
“the flu,” is passed from person 
to person by sneezes and coughs. 
Children have less accumulated 
immunity than do adults, and in 
the close quarters of a day-care 
center or school classroom, kids 
become easy targets. And 


because flu viruses invade-.thc 
body through membranes' of the 
eye, nose or mouth, “cooties" are 
not the only bugs that children 
spread when ihey touch their 
peers- 

Outbreaks are most common in 
winter and early spring, when as 
many as 40 percent of children 
caa become infected, experts 
say. Children are often confined 
to bed rest those first miserable ' 
days when fever, chills, mu.scle 
aches, runny nose and rough 
coughs turn a bouncy, 'vigorous 
child into a pitiful, lethargic crea- 
ture. Once the fever breaks and 
the child’s vigor and appetite

Regardless of cause, ear problems still plague children

The recent news that a child’s 
susceptibility to gutting middle 
car infcctioii.s can be inherited 
may be cold comfort to parents. 

Seventy-five percent of chil- 
dren havd at least one bout of 
otitis media - the medical term 
for infection of the middle car - 
by their third birthday, accord- 
ing to the National Institute on 


Deafness and Other 
Communications Disorders. 
Almost half of (hat percentage 
will get three or more infections 
by the time they ore 3 years old. 

But (he real worry is usually 
not the illness per se; it’s the 
potential loss of hearing. Otitis 
media is the No. 1 cause of hear- 
ing loss in children. As a result, 
otitis media is the most com- 
mon reason for children get- 


ting antibiotics and having 
surgery. 

But in tlic last several years, 
there’s also been growing con- 
cern about the overuse of antibi-. 
otics, which has led to resistant 
bacterial strains. 

Although adults can get it, oti- 
tis media tends to strike 
younger children, in part 
because of their immature 
immune systems. Children also 


tend to have shorter, straighter 
custachian tubes, the small pas- 
sageway that connects the mid- 
dle car to the upper part of the 
throat. Shorter, strai^rer-tubes • 
make it harder to let air into the 
middle ear and drain mucus. 
And the adenoids in children 
tend to be larger. Composed 
largely of cells that fight infec- 
tion, adenoids can become so 
enlarged they interfere with 


the custachian tube or they 
become reservoirs of infec- 
tion. 

Bottle fed babies - especially 
those placed'on-rhcir backs 
where fluid can accumulate in 
the throat - appear to have high- 
er rates of otitis media than 
breast fed babies, who arc pro- 
tected by the mother’s amibod*

Parents can tak e a more 

aggressive stance, with prescrip- 
tion drugs. A new class of antivi- 
ral drugs called neuraminidase 
inhibitors do not prevent the flu, 
but studies indicate taking them 
can gel your child back in the 
classroom sooner, says Dr. 
Michael Mu.-synski, division chief 
of pediatric infectious diseases at 
Nemours Children’s Clinic of 
Orlando. 

“It’s doe.sn’t cure the flu - you 
don’t take it and then you're 
instantly ready to rock and roll,’’ 
Miiszynski says. “But it reduces 
the duration of the flu.’’ 

But the drugs come with 
restrictions. Some of the drugs 
come with side effects as unpleas- 
ant as the flu. And some are not 
recommended for young chil- 
dren. Rclenza, on orally inhaled 
medication, for example, is not 
. pre.scribed for.children.under 12... 
And the first few puffs of Rclenza 
must be taken within the first 48 
hours of flu symptom.s if they are 
to lessen the .severity of th.c ill- 
ness. 

.That poses u problem. 
Typically, “parents won’t bring in 
the children until three days 
have passed,’’ Muszynski says. 

To bear that deadline it helps 
to know what the flu looks like. 


"It’s one of those, rhtit you 
could be walking through the

' limes,’’ he sold. “You have to 
te.st for it to know that It is there, 
hut there’s that cough that 
brings that diagnosis to mind,’’ 
Sometimes RSV is checked ' 
for during the season when iris 
prevalent to in.sure that young- 
sters who do not have It will be 
protected. He said it may be 
done for the ptirpo.se of group- 
ing' children 'wltlrsimilar dis-' 
eases. 

“If tliore is going to be one 
nurse that lakes care of all the 
RSV-posiilvc kid.s there is less 
chance of her transmitting the 
disease to someone else,” 
Boesel said. “And so as part of 
the workup to try 10 find out 
what is going on we’ll some- 
times check for RSV, and to 
make sure that infectious dis- 
ease procedures are met so it is 
not spread throughout the pedi- 
atric warii.”

Fluid, cither produced by .the 
bacteria or the body’s immune 
response to the bacteria, fills the 
middle ear and can cause a 
.severe earache, a fever, pressure 
in the car, nausea and a tempo- 
rary lo.ss of hearing. Untreated, 
'■tlie"lnfectidn~can~alsb"traVeTto~ 
■'nearby 'parts'of the head, 'includ- 
ing the brain. 

Acute cases are treated .with 
antibiotics. But there has been 
growing concern about antibiot- 
ic use: The bacterium 

Strcptoccus pneumoniae, the 
most common cause of acute oti- 
tis media, has developed strains 
that arc drug resistant. A group 
.of experts convened by the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention concluded last 
January that amoxicillin should 
remain the “first-line” treat- 
ment. 

If after three day.s amo.Yicillin 
appears not to be working, alter- 
native antibiotics or combina- 
tions should be used. 

The CDC said it is normal for 
fluid in the car, called effusion, 
to remain for up to six, weeks 
after symptoms of the infection 
have disappeared. However,' if 
a child has one infection after 
another or the fluid doesn’t 
drain for months, it can lead to 
permanent hearing Ios.s or 
learning d clays. But treating 
ihi.s cfuision with antibiotics 
over long periods of time 
appears to have little effect, 
studies have found, and the' 
epe has recommended against 
doing that.

WHAT ARE 
HEMORRHOIDS? 

Hemorrhoids are enlarged, swollen or 
dtlaicd blood vessels in and around 
the anus and lower rectum ihai 
sircich under pressure, similar’ lo 
varicose veins m the legs. They are a 
very common disorder and often clear 
up on iheif own or wiih minimal 
ireatmeni However, hemorrhoids can 
mask a more serious disorder and. 
therefore, must bc evaluated and

WHAT ARE THE SYMPTOMS

■ of-Americah-University.— ' — 

Crespo and hfs colleagues ana- 
lyzed data on the physied activity 
habits of 18,825 adults who took 
part, in the federal government’s 
third National Health and 
Nutrition Examination Survey, 
known as NHANES lU. 

Crespo’s rcscardi, is a new take 
on two problems that bedevil . 
exercise advocates. One is that 
physical activity participation 
stubbornly refuses to rise. In the 
1988-1994 NHANES HI data. 23 
percent of adults did absolutely 
no leisure-time physical activity- 
The' other problem is that exer- 
cise is more common among well- 
off, well-educated white males. 

In an analysis published in the 
journal Medicine and Sdcncc in 
Sports and Exercise, 47 percent 
of homemakers said they did no 
physical activity, compared-with 
40 percent of bluc-coUar workers 
and 29 percent of while-collar 
professionals. 

Ranked by education, 47 per- 
cent of those who did not gradu- 
ate high school were inactive, 
compared with just 26 percent of', 
college graduates. By income, 47 
percent of those earning less 
than $10,000 a year were inac- 
tive, compared with 32 percent 
of those- earning $35,000 or' 


more a year. 

Part of the cau.se of these dif- 
ferences might be economic, 
Crespo said. “One of the hypothe- 
ses Is that, if you look at income, 
you arc thinking of things you can 
do to improve your health," he 
said. And it's not just the ability 
to pay the dues at the health dub. 

For instance, men with money 
c<m hire people to do chores and 
free up more time lo exercise, 

• Crespo said. Poor people may feci 
they have more pressing needs 
for their scarce money and may 
"fccl-their-nei^borhood.s are not - 
safe enough for outdoor activities 
.sucli as waking, he said. 

However, a separate analysis 
of NHANES data, also by Crespo, 
indicates that ethnic status has 
its own relationship with exer- 
cise. 

That study in the American 
Journal of Preventive Medicine 
found 40 percent of Mexican- 
Americans did ho physical activi- 
ty in their time off, compared 
with 35 percent of blacks and 18 
percent of whites.

Medical devices, from ardfidal 
joints and breast implants to 
pacemakers and insulin pumps, 
are now - literally - part of life 
for an estimated 25 million peo- 
ple. Nearly one in every 10 
Americans has some type of 
implant. Bur their benefits and 
risks arc still poorly understood 
by consumers, an expert panel 
; conduded lust week. 

; “Consumers are not getting 
■ enough information,” said 
Edward N. Brandt Jr., director of 
the_Center_fpr_He_aIth_ Policy. at. 
the University of Oklahoma 
Health Sciences Center and co- 
chairman of the panel, which was 
convened by the National 
Institutes' of Health. “Their 
expectations are built up. They 
think everybody’s troubles are 
over if they can just get an 
implant.” 

Most Americans who receive 
medical implants experience no 
problems. But the panel conclud- 
ed that consumers are not ade- 
quately informed of a device’s 
benefits, risks, potential compli- 
cations and expected longevity. It 
recommended that patient con- 
sent forms be streamlined to 
include such information prior to 
surgery. It also called for a nation- 
al monitoring .system that would 
track implanted devices and 
retrieve implants that are no 
longer needed for study.

Ion to gel gasoline from Sail Lake City to 
Burley. It's more like 2 cents per gallon 
througli the pipeline which most local 
dealers use. I don't know what the price 
of gasoline is in Salt Uike City today, but 
a couple of months ago when gasoline 
was SI. .18 virtually everywhere in the 
Burley-Ruperi area, I bought gasoline in 
Salt Uike for S1.20.

Pre- 
retirement spendable income (gross 
income less non-discrciionary reductions 
for federal and state income taxes, FICA 
and PERSI) was compared with the new 
retiree's spendable income (Social 
Security and PERSI benefits, less federal 
and state income taxes). 

This analysis shows that such 65-year- 
old employees will retire today with 100 ■ 
percent of their pre-retircmcnt spend- 
able income replaced by spendable 
retirement income, 125 percent for those 
eligible for spousal benefit. Higlier paid 
. employees receive gradually less dowTt 
to 80 percent and 95 percent, respective- 
ly. for a person grossing S80.000.

Remember: A fish is a terrible thing to waste 


T lic next time youYc liaving fish 
for dinner, think alifiiit this: 
often, m«>re than one fisli had 
to die to catch ilic fisli y«nrre 
eating. Fisli that are the wrong 
sex, the wrung s|>ecics, or the wrong rizu 
regularly are hauled in liy fishermen and 
thrown hack dead or dying into die sea. 
If ytiu think dial’s wasteful, you’re right. 

- Efforts to reduce “bycaicli” - or the 
itidiscrinunalc catching tif fisli and 
marine life other than those targeted by 
fisherman - have been a priiirity of 
marine consen-adonisis for years. But - 
until Congress parsed new rules govern- 
ing America’s fisheries in 1SI96, the prob- 
lem of bycaich wasn’t effectively 
addres-sed in our iiiidon’s fisliiiig him. 
And now, more lliaii three years after 
the new law called on regional fishing 
councils to do somciliing alHiiit bycaich.- 
. the issue is still not getting the attention 
it should. 

How big a problem is bycutch? An 
irueniatiniial fi.sheries organization esti- 
mates that 27 million tons of fisli arc

catch - wasted. Huge amounts of fish are 
cauglu in nets and lines and discarded 
liecnuse they arc too small, not tlte riglit 
kind of fish, or are not allowed to be 
iirouglit to shore for .sale. 

An example of a fish species iltat has 
been liarmed by bycatch is the scup, a 
tasty eating fish popular with both com- 
mercial and recreational fishermen. The 
problem: young scup regularly are 
cauglii incidentally in tlte fine mesh nets 
fishermen use to catch .squid off the 
Maryland coast. With millions of scup 
discarded dead each year by squid fish- 
ermen, the species is now at the lowest 
level ever recorded and is considered 
“severely depleted” by fishery man- 
agers, 'scientists and conservationists. 

An obvious solution to the decline in 
.scup populations Is to keep .squid fislicr- 
men out of tlie relatively limited areas

Tliat bycaicli have been under consideration 
rcpre.seiils one-qiiaricr of the svorld ' Jiy the federal government’s National 


Marine Fisheries Service, and it is 
expected to make a decision on tlie i.ssue 
soon. What the agency decides to do will 
signal whether the stewards of our 
nation’s fisheries are willing to grapple 
with the appalling waste associated with 
many modem fishing practices. 

News tliat the world population hit thb 
6 billion mark last year should have all of 
us thinking about things we can do to 
preserve our natural resources so they 
can continue to support humankind for 
centuries to come. One of tltose things is' 
to protect the world’s fislieries, a key 
source of protein for populations 
tbrougliout the world. 

Protecting fish species from bycatch is 
not just about fisli; it’s about all of us. We 
need to ensure that these species arc 
available well into tlte future to support 
robust commercial and recreational fish: 
cries. 

If we don’t do something now, many of 
these fislt may be gone for good. And 
we'll all be wondering how our govern- 
ment let them get away.

16 countries with retirement sys- 
tems that allow personal retire* 
ment.accounts. 

But here in the United States, 
where the stock market also 
b<»med,' American workers 
remained crapped in a Social 
Security system that requires 
them to pay record-high payroll 
taxes in exchange for meager 
returns. 

In Australia, for example, the 
stock market grew 12.5 percent 
during 1999. Australian workers 
invest 9 percent of their income 
in personal accounts to pay for 
future Social Security benefits. 
Although this is less than the 
American system’s 10.6 percent 
retirement payroll tax (which 
includes both the employer’s and 
employee’s share), Ausd^ans 
can expect higher benefits 
because their taxes earn more. 
The difference between what an 
Australian retiree cams and 
what an American retiree earns* 
often amounts to hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. ^ 

' Sweden is anothor ’ 

and pcri^n&MR 0 f?s^king one 
bCtfflSSofits enduring reputa- 
tion as the laboratory of the 
socialist welfare model. 

Despite this pedigree, Sweden 
fecenUy reformed its Social 
Security system to permit person- 
al accounts. In 1999, its workers 
earned 79 percent on the part of . 
their Social Security taxes that 
can be invested in die stock mar- 
ket. That’s right - for every $1 in 
stocks they bought through their 
private accounts, they earned 
S1.79, nearly doubling their 
money. 

Or how about Denmark, where 
workers earned 22 percent last 
year on their invested Social 
Security taxes? Or Great Britain, 
whichhasallowcdiiartial indi- — 
viduol investment since 1978 and 
is even now debating ways to fur- 
ther reform its retirement pro- 
gram? British workers with 
retirement ftmds in the stock 
market earned 17.5 percent last 


year. Not too shabby, as ^ey say 
on Fleet Stree t. 

In this hemisphere, workers in 
seven countries ore able to use 
the stock market to enlarge their 
nest eggs. Workers in Chiie saw 
their stock market rise by 49 per- 
cent in 1999, as did those in £1 
Salvador. M^cans earned a 
whopping 83 percent Even the 
smallest gain, 14.7 percent in ' 
Bolivia, dwarfed U.S. returns. 

So how did American workers 
do in 1999? The U5. stock mar- 
ket rose 19 percent last year. 
Unfortunately, this grot^ did 
not add one penny to Social 
Security benefits. The average 
American two-income couple in . 
their 30s can expect to earn only 
1.2 percent on their Social 
Security taxes. If they were 
allowed to invest their taxes in 
stock index funds and govern- 
ment bonds, they could retire, 
with $525,000 more than Sodal 
Security provide. 

High-income workers needn't 
worry; they can always afford to 
sock extra money away in a 
stock jijirtCpIionfs* the middle 
and low-income workers for 
whom Social Security is the 
main source of retirement 
income who need to take advan- 
tage of the surging economy, but 
are barred by their government 
from doing so. 

Instead, these workers must 
pay taxes into a system that the 
Social Security Administration 
itself says will run huge deficits 
before most workers reach retire- 
ment age. By 2015, Social 
Security’s annual deficit will 
reach $21 billion in 1999 dollars. 
And by 2025, the red ink will 
climb to almost $200 billion a 
year. 

Without personal accounts, 
there arc really only two ways to 
“solve” this problem. Ojngress 
can eitlicr raise taxes by almost 
•SOpereentorcurbenefitsby ' 
about a third. In other words, 
Americans must either pick the . 
pockets of their children or their 
retirees. Either one would be 
morollywrong-not to mention ' 
politied suicide. 


for Others 


But as other nations have 
shown, there’s a better way: 
Allowing workers to invest their 
payroll taxes in private accounts 
that tap market growth. If work- - 

ers in Chile or ^er u can use su ch 

accounts to provide a more 
secure redrement, why can't 
Americans? If socialist Sweden 
and capitalist Austrolio con agree 
that personal retirement 
accounts benefit all, why can’t 
the United States work out the 
details of such a system? - 

Supporters of personal retire- 
ment accounts don’t need to 
argue that stock markets always 
go up. On a day-to-day basis, they 
obviously don't; What’s impor- 
tant is that over the long term - 
which is how people ore sup- 
posed to invest for retirement - - 
markets do rise, and ihcy always 
beat Social Security. In fact, in 
every 20-year period since Sodal 
Security was created in 1935 the 
stock market has outperformed 
the government retirement pro- 
gram. 

It’s too late for American work- 
ers to reap tiie benefits of the 
market gains of 1999. Let’s hope 
the same won’t be true of future 
years.

Tiic school’s debate team, 
which has an expensive and 
demanding travel schedule, was 
eager to take on the tusk and 
will operate the carts for $9 per 
day. The school's National 
Honor Society, a service organi- 
zation, will take over for the 
third trimester. 

Sophomores John O. Casey 
and Thomas Zygaj, major pep- 
peroni fans, have enjoyed the 
pizza booth since their means of 


transportation - Kris Yeats’ car 
- broke down over Christmas. 
They may be without wheels, 
but they can enjoy their favorite 
food without leaving campus. 

Gripne was afraid that provid- 
ing retail food to students would 
destroy her hot lunch program. 
Surprijringly, the hot lunch 
count has remained steady. 

Ala carteTunch sells between 
56 to 64 slices of pizza, 10 to 12 
salads, a dozen burritos, and two 
dozen sandwiches each day, 
keeping anywhere from 50 to 80 
students on campus during the 
lunch period. 

In addition to lunch alterna- 
tives, students can buy bagcls' 
and cream cheese before school, 
along with any leftover pizza. 
Between 100 and 150 bagcls are 
sold each day. 

“I really got excited to sec the 
kids arc asking for things and 
wc can fill those needs,” Griisnc 
said.

SUNNY SLOPE (AP) - Ste. 
Chapelle Wineiy needs take care 
of a simple economic problem: 
too much demand and not 
cnou^ supply. 

The winery plans to at least 
triple its complex and expand it.s~ 
vineyards to solve the problem, 
said Steven Roberto, managing 
director and wine maker. 

That also will mean more com- 
munity events, lod^ng and facili- 
ties when the expansion takes 
place in about tltrcc years. 

“There’s a tremendous demand 


for our products,” Roberto said. 
“Idaho is very hot right now. We 
are being rediscovered ... for our 
quality and value.” 

Ste. Chapellc’s sales arc the 
strongest in the Pacific _ 
Northwest, he said. 

The winery has added a square 
mile of new grapes and with 
that, Roberto wants to produce 
200,000 cases per year, up from 
the approximately 140,000 the 
winery now puts out. The addi- 
tional vineyard acreage will 
push the percentage of local 


grapes in the wine to 100 per- 
cent from the 90 percent it cur- 
rently is at. 

But the expansion plans will do 
more than increase the volume of 
wine production. 

“We warit to expand the con- 
certs and the community activity 
here at the winery,” Roberto 
said. “We wants to have more 
events and lod^ng and food.”

OGDEN. Utah (AP) - Deloris 
Stokes .said he won’t stop farm- 
ing until he is laid in the curih 
he plow.s. 

At 80 years old. he’s not .sure 
how much longer that will be. 
Bui, farming has been his life 
since he was IS years old. He 
rai.sed liis family on a farm as he 
rtiised turkeys, then grain. 

“Everything I’ve got is invest- 
ed in the land. I haven’t got sav- 
ings or a 401K," Stokes said. 

With (ho price of land increas- 
ing, it is more difficult for a son 
to buy his father’s farm. And 
with the prices of crop.s drop- 
ping, sons can't even afford to 
work alongside dad on the farm, 
Stokes said. 

As a result, the American 
farmer is getting older. The 
average age of the Utah farmer 
has increased to 58, from 55 in 
1987. With no one to replace the 
aging farmer, the farming land- 
-sciipe will change in the future. — 

Luyne Coppock, a researcher 
at Utah Staic'Univcrsity, is 
predicting a state of 
"rancheltes," or 5- to 10-acre 
homesteads. He began a study 
in determine how ranchers 
adopt new Ideas and technolo- 
gy. Instead, he learned that 
Utah*.s farmland is about to 
thangc hands and size. 

Coppock randomly inter- 
view^ 10 percent of the grazing 
livestock producers in the state 
and found that 37 percent are 
more than 65 years of age. Twice 
(hat many gave age as one rea- 
son they were not investing in 
their property. 

- In addition, -many were plan- 
ning to sell. Nearly 40 percent of 
Utah’s beef producers plan to 
retire soon. One-third of those 
who do plan to sell their hind to 
develo|>ers. 

Coppock found that 62 per- 
cent of producers arc alrctidy In 


the business just as a sideline or 
hobby. 

He said he expects that as 
older farmers leave the profes- 
sion, much private grazing 
land will be up for sale.* 
Property close to town will 
fragment into developments 
and property further away 
from town will consolidate into 
mega-farms. 

"Some people won’t want to 
hear this, but it looks as though 
ranclictte owners may be our 
only growing constituency,” he 
. .said. 

Not so for Wayne Gibson in - 
West Weber. Gibson, 62, is 
expanding and he and his two 
sons, both in their 20s, run a 400- 
milking-cow dairy. 

Gibson said he doesn’t have 
any plans to retire soon. His dad 
never did. At 87, the oldest 
Gib.snn still visits the five-gener- 
ation operation often. 

Now that his -two- sons are - 

helping out, Wayne Gibson said 
he may “slow down.” For him, 
slowing down means working 
five 12-hour days instead of 
seven. His 28-year-old son Kerry 
said that’s how it is with the 
older generation of farmers. 

“What they enjoyed was work- 
ing ami seeing the farm succeed. 
They don't know, bow to do any-: . 
thing el.se.” 

Kerry and his brother Ron say 
they arc lucky. Each have 
bought shares in the family farm 
corporation, splitting (ho busi- 
ness three ways. In order to 
make the farm .support all three 
of them, Kerry Gib.son said, they 
— had no choice but- to expand: 

“I’m not at the stage in my life 
where I can give up. I have to 
find a way to make it pay.” 

The Gibsons buy more land 
when they can afford it. They 
are active in their community 
and in the Utah Farm Bureau. 


Kerry Gibson said there’s a 
future in farming for those whd 
arc willing. | 

“We arc looking to the future 
and most of the farmers think 
that we’re crazy. We might be.” ! . 

The Gibsons arc considered 
foolish because they are expand* 
ing during \9hat Stokes calls thii 
greatest depression of commodF 
ty prices in thc'20th centuryi 
And he remembers the Grea(, 
Depression. ; 

Kerry Gibson said that prices 
arc so low, the family rcceivefl

half and still trying to make a go 
of it. 

“The ones that will stay in 

- business are getting bigger and

Even expansion is becoming

James Barnhill, extension 
agent for Weber County, said 
that in .some cases the cost of 
land has increased to $30,000 an 
acre when the maximum a 
farmer could pay and still break 
" even would be $2,000. 

“It takes such a large invest- 
ment to be a farmer. You sec' 

. suns arc becoming doctors and 
dentists and business people. 
Tliuy’Il keep a little bit of the 
farm as an heirloom and the rest 
gets developed.” • 

The urge to sell is strong.

HEYBURN STATE PARK (AP)

A 38-unit camp- 
ground is located nearby, with a 
15-day stay limit. 

A scattering of mobile homes 
on park property will stay, too, 
until their aging septic systcm.s 
fail. Tlie park may in the future 
install a long-term trailer court 
for “sunbirds” from the 
Southwest who want a spot to 
park and camp over the summer. 

Another option to draw visitors 
at Benewah is building a road 


from the resort parking lot to the 
St. Joe River across a ridge. But 
that is probably too costly- aifd 
environmentally damaging, said 
park manager Fred Bear. >

ed in 1908 out of a sccuon of the
